“ RIGHT NOW they (suburban resi­ 
dents) are being unduly scared,” said 
J.S. Fuerst, assistant director of Lo­ 
yola’s Urban Studies program and co­ 
author of the study, which appeared 
in Panning, the publication of the 
American Society cf Planning Offi­ 
cials. 
“ The point of the whole story is to 
cool it, guys — don’t worry about it,” 
Fuerst said. 
“ Basically, the (suburban) housing 


projects are nothing to be scared 
about,” Fuerst said. “ They are usual­ 
ly 200 to 300 units, and with 15 per 
cent blacks in them, if that many.” 
Besides, Fuerst said, “ There’s no 
evidence linking any real crime in the 
places.” 
For example, he said, fewer teens 
ere found in suburban subsidized 
housing. Most families are couples 
with one or two children, primarily 
because most apartments now being 
built contain only one or two bed­ 
rooms, he said. 


IN COMPARISON, the Robert Tay­ 
lor homes in Chicago contain 21,000 
children and teens out of a toted 28,000 
residents, Fuerst said. A suburban 
250-unit development may contain 200 
youngsters, and few if any teens, he 
said. 
“ So your problem with crime is 
minimal,” Fuerst said. 
Fuerst, and Mary Decker, rissociate 
planner for Deerfield, wrote the study 
of subsidized housing for the elderly 
and low - and moderate-income fami­ 
lies.

School lunches poor: experts

Children would eat more and throw 
away less in school cafeterias if they 
were given more appetizing and bet­ 
ter prepared lunches, several food ex­ 
perts told a government panel Tues­ 
day. 


Testifying in Chicago at a public 
hearing on proposed changes in feder­ 
al child nutrition programs, witnesses 
charged that there is a tremendous 
amount of food waste in the school 
lunch program because meals don’t 
appeal to students. 


“ There is an appalling lack of 
knowledge by school food personnel 
on how to properly prepare certain 
foods,” said Robert Ohlzen, head of 
food and nutrition programs for the 
Illinois Office of Education. 


Chief cop 
enjoys 
‘slow life’

Robert 
Derks 
always 
had 
this 
dream about settling down in the Mid- 
w’est to a slower life with friendly 
people. 


But somehow his career in law en­ 
forcement always got in the way. 


His first 18 years in the business 
placed him out East, first with the 
Marines in the military police and lat­ 
er in the federal government. 


THE DREAM didn’t come true until 
a year ago when he was chosen to 
replace the retiring L.W. Calderwood 
as Arlington Heights police chief. 
But before that, Derks’ hopes of re­ 
turning to his native Midwest were al­ 
most obscured. That was in 1973 
when he was deputy chief of the fed­ 
eral police and was thrust into in­ 
vestigating the Watergate scandal. 
Even today, after most of the Wa­ 
tergate figures have been in and out 
of jail, Derks is reluctant to talk 
about the scandal that led to the res­ 
ignation of Richard M. Nixon. 
“ Discussing Watergate is like pull­ 
ing a sore subject out of the wood­ 
works,” he said. “ It was a rough 
time. I would usually leave for work 
at dark and return at dark.” 
Derks served seven years as deputy 
chief of the federal police, a division 
of the General Service Administration 
created in 1969 by Nixon to protect 
federal property and government offi­ 
cials. 


“ UNTIL 1973. I had dealt with the 
menances to Washington, like the 
demonstrators and anti-war activ­ 
ists,” Derks said. “ But when Water­ 
gate came to a head, our job was 
really compounded.” 
Derks role in the investigation found 
him sitting in on some of the sessions 
in which Nixon’s top aides were ques-

OHLZEN WAS one of 40 witnesses 
appearing before a four-member U.S. 
Dept, of Agriculture committee. 
In addition to the Chicago hearings, 
which continue at 9 a.m. today at 55 
E. Jackson Blvd., comments will be 
sought in seven other cities in the 
next two weeks. 
The hearings are being held to ob­ 
tain public opinion on the federal 
lunch program, which is being re­ 
viewed by the Congress. 
The sharpest criticism of the gov­ 
ernment-subsidized school lunch pro­ 
gram came from Thomas Farley, 
food service director for the Mil­ 
waukee public schools. 
Farley said the agriculture depart­ 
ment is the “ greatest offender” in 


creating food waste by spending up to 
$100 million dollars annually on poor 
quality foods, which it donates to 
schools. 
In 1976, for example, the agricul­ 
ture department spent $18.3 million on 
canned, boned chicken “ so that it 
meets no USDA grade standards,” 
Farley said. 
He described the food as “ an un­ 
palatable, stringy, slimy mess which 
would not be sold on the commercial 
market for any price.” 


However, other food service offi­ 
cials, including the director of High 
School Dist. 211’s lunch program, said 
they appreciate the supply of free 
foods and urged the agriculture de­ 
partment to continue providing them 
along with cash assistance. 
F o u r t e e n Northwest suburban 


school districts serve hot school lunch­ 
es and receive cash and food assis­ 
tance from the federal government. 
Several witnesses Tuesday called 
for federal funding for nutrition edu­ 
cation to encourage 
better eating 
habits and combat problems in the 
diets of Americans. 


NUTRITIONISTS and food service 
personnel also debated whether snack 
foods should be sold in lunch lines and 
vending machines. 
“ You should be banning junk food 
which is currently available in com­ 
petition to school lunches,” said Betty 
Wedman, an independent Hinsdale 
nutritionist who has studied lunch pro­ 
grams in West suburban schools. 
Dumping a carton of candy bars, 
potato chips and gum drops in front of 
the panel, Mrs. Wedman said these 


items are sold in schools, creating 
young people who are “ junk food- 
aholics.” 
But Rose Wick, director of Dist. 
21i’s food service, defended the sale 
of sweets, saying it draws students 
away from fast food outlets and into 
the cafeteria at lunchtime. 
Witnesses also discussed a proposal 
from the agriculture department to 
cut down on waste in the lunch pro­ 
gram by giving different size portions 
to different age groups. 
For example, all children are now 
served a 2-ounce portion of meat in 
the standard Type A meal. Children 9 
to 12 years old would continue to re­ 
ceive the same amounts but younger 
children would be offered smaller 
servings and older children could 
choose larger protions. 


English teacher’s theme for life was living to enjoy 


Valerie 
A. 
Marland always had 
been exceptionally good at explaining 
tragic heroes to her English literature 
classes. 
The tragic hero, she would explain, 
was a person whose strongest virtue 
also became his undoing. 
“ She knew that this was what life’s 
all about,” said Dale Griffith, a col­ 
league at Barrington High School, 
“ that 
there 
were 
no 
rights 
or 
wrongs.” 
Mrs. Marland’s personal hero al­ 
ways had been her husband. 


W ILLIAM C. MARLAND rose spec­ 
tacularly from out of nowhere to be­ 
come governor of West Virginia only 
to end up as a lonely Chicago cab 
driven who hid from public view and 
soaked his problems in a bottle. 
It was in the early 1960s that the 
news of his decline made headines, 
and it was a time when Mrs. Marland 
felt herself uneasily “ conspicuous.” 
She could sense it even when she 
went to the supermarket, she once 
told a friend. She would walk out with 
a bag of groceries in her arms, and

she could feel the stares and the won­ 
dering. 
“ She didn’t let it stop her,” her best 
friend Em ily Roberts observed. “ She 
had a life to live, and she lived.” 


Mrs. Marland’s life ended Saturday. 
A fire engulfed the bedroom and 
small den of her Barrington apart­ 
ment, and she died of smoke in­ 
halation. She was 60. 
She had been brought up an only 
child in Lacon, 111., a rural, old river 
town in Southern Illinois very much 
like Johnson City, 111, where William 
C. Marland was born. 


HIS R ISE HAD been meteoric. He 
was elected in 1953 as the governor of 
West Virginia, becoming the youngest 
chief executive in the state’s history. 


But his fall was just as rapid. By 
law, he couldn’t run for a second term, 
so in 1958, he tried for the Democratic 
nomination for the U.S. Senate from 
West Virginia. After he lost that bid, 
he moved back to Illinois, presumably 
to work for a Chicago coal firm. 


But Marland had a difficult time 
coping. 


“ Things had gone wrong inside 
him,” Griffith said, and Marland be­ 
came an alcoholic. 
Then, he dropped out of sight, with­ 


out even letting his wife know where 
he was. 
With bills to pay and a family to 
raise,

NEW YORK (U P I) — Puerto 
Rican nationalists demanding the 
release of four terrorists from 
federal jails took over the Statue 
of Liberty for nine hours Tuesday 
before being arrested by U.S. 
park police. 
The Puerto Ricans, who ousted 
hundreds of sightseers and a mov­ 
ie crew from the famed statue on 
an island in New York harbor, 
were seeking freedom for terror­ 
ists serving life prison terms for 
shooting up the U.S. House of 
Representatives in 1954, and Pres­ 
ident Truman’s Blair House resi­ 
dence in the 1950s. 
T h e demonstrators hung a 
Puerto Rican flag from the brow 
of the statue, and at the base was 
a sign saying “ Independence for 
Puerto Rico” in Spanish. 
The 30 handcuffed demonstra­ 
tors were greeted by about two 
dozen clapping and chanting sup­ 
porters as they arrived in groups 
of IO at the foot of Manhattan 
aboard city police department 
launches. 
HUGH GROVES, deputy chief 
director of field operations for the 
U.S. Park Police, said authwities 
decided to move in on the protes­ 
ters after they refused “ seven or 
eight offers of amnesty.” 
He said some 35 park officers 
broke one glass window at the 
base of the statue and “ confronted 
the chanting group.” After the 
demonstrators quieted d o w n , 
Groves said, they “ cooperated to 
their fullest.” 
Groves said no weapons were 
found among members of the 
group and besides the window 
broken by the officers, no other 
damage had been done. 
The demonstrators will be held 
overnight for arraignment this 
morning in U.S. District Court in 
Manhattan.

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Convicted Casanova feels 
full ivrath of punk rockers 
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NEW YORK (UPI) - Marty Evans 
got a reputation as a poor man’s 
Casanova in 1975 when a judge ruled 
he had seduced — not raped — a 
woman by feeding her a fast line to 
win her favors. 
Now he says he’s getting a different 
kind of attention from women. In the 
two years since his acquittal on rape 
charges he says he’s been attacked 
repeatedly by two feminist members 
of a punk rock band. 
On Oct. 15, he had his two alleged 
assailants arrested and Tuesday they 
faced arraignment in Criminal Court 
on assault and harassment charges. 
EVAN’S PROBLEMS 
began 
in 
1975 when Manhattan Supreme Court 
Justice Edward Greenfield ruled that 
using guile to take a woman to bed 
was neither rape nor a crime. 
Greenfield said women were “just 
as capable of committing the act as 
men’* and dismissed rape charges 
brought against Evans. 
Evans was, however, found guilty of 
trespassing in the apartment and of 
criminal escape from police, 
for 
which he was sentenced to a year in 
jail. 
Five months ago, Evans met Debbie 
Bianchi, 22, and Mariana Panharitis, 
25, members of the all-woman punk 
rock band “Teaze.” 
EVANS, 40, invited them to his 


West Side apartment where, they ad­ 
mit, they had a “party.” 
But three weeks later they found 
out about his past “parties” and, 
Evans says, the women began beating 
him over the head every time they 
saw him on the street. 
Both women deny they assaulted 
Evans, saying they merely “warned 
other girls about him.” 
They were arrested Oct. 15 on as­ 
sault charges and were arraigned 
Tuesday.

Eyes glistening with tears, Humph­ 
rey returned to the Senate after two 
months of battling inoperable pelvic 
cancer. For 30 minutes, he held the 
place and everyone in it in the palm of 
his hand. 


“Most of you know me as a senti­ 
mental man, and that I am ,” he told 


his colleagues and jam-packed Senate 
galleries in a quavering voice, after 
the bedlam had ceased and a hush 
had fallen. 


“ TODAY IS A very special day in 
my life. The greatest gift in life is the 
gift of friendship and I have received 
it, and the greatest healer there is is 
the friendship of love.” 


He quoted his doctor in Minnesota 
as telling him, “Hubert, we’ve done 
about as much for you as we can do. 
Why don’t you go back to Washington 
where you want to be, where you can 
be with your friends.” 


“I said, ‘Doctor, that’s good ad­ 
vice.’ ” 
When he was done with an im­ 
promptu speech peppered with ten­ 
sion-easing jokes 
and 
inspirational 
calls — “come, let us reason togeth­ 
er” — Hubert Humphrey took one 
more deafening ovation, gave the Sen­ 
ate back to the senators, participated 
in his first vote, on a bill to raise 
wiieat 
crop disaster payments

Italian radicals 
vow to murder 
IV. German envoy 


Italian radicals 
Tuesday said 
a 
“suicide commando” would assassi­ 
nate the West German ambassador 
within eight days in revenge for the 
prison deaths of three guerrillas. A 
bomb blast, meantime, shattered a 
Paris union hall in the first rightwing 
counterterrorist attack that French 
police fear could trigger an extremist 
war. 
In both Italy and Turkey, leftists 
stepped up their campaign of violence 
on German property. 
“As regards (Ambassador Hans) 
Arnold, we confirm that within the 
next 200 hours he will be executed by 
a suicide commando,” an anonymous 
telephone caller told the Italian news 
agency ANSA in Milan. 
IT WAS THE second death threat 
against Arnold in five days. 
In another development, French po­ 
lice seeking the killers of West Ger­ 
man industrialist Hanns Martin Schle- 
yer said they have found a witness 
who may have run into sympathizers 
of the terrorist Red Army Faction in 


vt remote region of the Jura mountain 
range. 
Police said the witness identified 
several young Germans he met in a 
chalet at “Moirans-en-Montagne,” in 
the heart of a pine forest, from photo­ 
graphs of wanted terrorists.

Good management must be fair 
and firm, and bad tenants must be 
evicted.

First day in court slow 
for fired workers' case

For Dan Hedlund, who has waited 
4^2 
years, 
it 
was 
something 
he 
wouldn’t have missed for the world. 
Hedlund, 29, sat in a court pew 
Tuesday along with four friends who 
had come to see the beginning of the 
trial that would determine whether he 
and 16 former Hoffman Estates Pub­ 
lic Works employes w ill be reinstated 
by court order. 
But the first day in court proved 
less than spectacular for Hedlund and 
fellow former employes Steve Gor- 
linski of Hoffman Estates and Pe­ 
ter Stone of Schaumburg. 


HEDLUND AND the other employes 
were fired by the village in July 1973 
for holding a one-day strike over 
changes in a collective bargaining 
agreement allegedly made by village 
officials. 
Led by employe Robert Ackerman, 
the group filed suit against the village 
demanding reinstatement and back 
wages since the firing. 
“When you’ve waited four years for 
something, you don’t just let it pass* 
by,” Hedlund said. “I’ve waited for 
this and I wouldn’t miss it for the 
world.” 
But even after the long wait, the 
first day in court proved less than 
spectacular for Hedlund and two fel­ 
low former employes Steve Gorlinski 
of Hoffman Estates and Peter Stone 
of Schaumburg. 


ATTORNEYS FOR the employes 
called only one witness, David Finch, 
26, of Chicago, who at the time of the 
strike served as a representative of 
the Local 2041, American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal Em­ 
ployes, AFL-CIO. 
Finch 
outlined 
the 
union's 
in­ 


volvement in the situation and testi­ 
fied he “was shocked” at changes the 
village officials made in the collective 
bargaining agreement ratified by the 
union and sent to the village for final 
approval. 
Finch said that union officials did 
not know of the strike until after it 
occurred on July 19, 1973. He said he 
called Hoffman Estates Village Mgr. 
George Longmeyer late in the morn­ 
ing and was told the employes had 
until I p.m. to get back on the job. 


LONGMEYER 
TOLD 
Finch 
the 
strike was apparently over a few 
changes that had been made to the 
original collective bargaining agree­ 
ment ratified by the employes. Long­ 
meyer then told Finch what they 
were, Finch testified. 
“I was very mad at the employes,” 
Finch said. “I felt those changes were 
minor —■ they were only technical 
changes.” 
But, Finch said, after talking to the 
workers he found that four other 
changes — major changes — also 
w’ere made by the village in the 
agreement’s wording. 
He said the additional changes con­ 
cerned: 
• Picketing. Wording on the agree­ 
ment was changed to prohibit employ­ 
es from crossing picket lines of other 
village employes, although lines of 
other businesses could be honored. 
• Renegotiation. Wording on the 
agreement was changed so that if any 
clause in the agreement is ruled ille­ 
gal by a court of law, that clause 
could not be renegotiated with the vil­ 
lage. 
• Lockout. Agreement wording was 
changed so that a “no sirike-no lock­ 
out” agreement was changed to just 
“no strike.”

• Recognition.

union members and would not be 
binding on nonunion public works em­ 
ployes at the village. 


FINCH TESTIFIED that Longme­ 
yer and former Hoffman Estates Vil­ 
lage Atty. Edward Hofert repeatedly 
assured him that their approval on 
the language contained in the agree­ 
ment represented actual approval of 
the village board. 
But it was the village board that 
apparently made the alterations in the 
agreement, said Finch, who testified 
that Longmeyer told him that m atter 
“ is out of my hands” and “ it’s up to 
the board.” 
Finch also testified Village Pres. 
Virginia Hayter told him shortly after 
the strike that “I don’t see much 
problem in getting nmnesty for your 
boys if this never happens again.” 


FINCH SAID that all employes who 
were not on sick leave or vacation re­ 
turned to work the day after the 
strike, July 20. He said a meeting was 
arranged with village officials at IO 
a.m. July 21 to discuss the situation. 
But when union and employe repre­ 
sentatives appeared in the village hall 
to meet, they were told by Hofert, 
Finch testified, that they should come 
back at 5 p.m. 


IT WAS AT THE 5 p.m. meeting 
that Ms. Hayter enounced that all 
employes involved in the strike were 
fired and union recognition was with­ 
drawn, Finch testified. 
Finch is scheduled to be cross-ex­ 
amined by village attorneys today in 
the Daley center before Judge Joseph 
M. Wosik of the Cook County Circuit 
Court, who has heard a majority of 
the crguments connected with the 
case to date. 
Harper faculty, Lahti trade survey barbs

Harper College Pres. Robert E. Lahti isn’t very popu­ 
lar with the Harper faculty, according to the results of 
a 26-question survey released Tuesday. 
But then, the survey, in which about a third of the 
faculty rated Lahti a “poor” or “ very poor” college 
president, isn’t very popular with Lahti, either. 
“ It (the survey) is a typical union tactic and tech­ 
nique,” said Lahti, referring to the faculty’s affiliation 
with the American Federation of Teachers. “ (Unions on 
campuses) are adversarial in nature. They have to 
build problems to recruit membership and keep their 
ranks closed.” 
LAHTI SAID there was “no question there were bias 
and prejudice” in the survey because of the way the 
questionnaire was phrased. 
The survey’s fairness also was challenged by Shirley 
Munson, Board of Trustees chairwoman, who is a per­ 
sistent Lahti critic. She said Tuesday, “The questions 
generally didn’t seem to be the kind that would be ap­ 
plied to every (community college) president. They 
seemed to lean to this particular situation.” 
Mrs. Munson declined to comment on the survey re­ 
sults. 
But board member David Tomchek, another Lahti 
critic, said he believes the survey accurately depicts 
the atmosphere at the college despite the fact it was 
“rather heavily loaded to produce certain desired re­ 
sults.” 


TOMCHEK SAID the survey reinforced a study of 
Harper’s administration released by a California con­ 
sulting firm last month. That study indicated there is 
low staff morale at the college because the staff be­ 
lieves decision-making is concentrated in the hands of a 
few top administrators. 


In the faculty survey, distributed in September and 
sponsored by the Harper faculty senate, Harper’s 207 
full-time faculty members were asked to agree or dis­ 
agree with such statements as: 
• “ This president’s administration is free of vindic­ 
tiveness or reprisal in dealing with faculty.” (eighty- 
four per cent of the 136 respondents disagreed or 
strongly disagreed. 
• “This president’s concentration on the building pro­ 
gram has led to the neglect of important educational 
goals and student needs.” (sixty-seven per cent agreed 
or strongly agreed.) 
• “The administration under this president has fos­ 
tered an atmosphere of governance by fear and in­ 
timidation.” (seventy-three per cent agreed or strongly 
agreed.) 


The questionnaire results have been turned over to 
the Harper board. Mrs. Munson said she expects noth­ 
ing will be done with them, because the board conducts 
its own evaluation of Lahti based on how well he has 
fulfilled the institutional goals agreed upon by the presi­ 
dent and the board. 


Administrators study unionizing 


Deans, division heads and other 
Harper College administrators are ex­ 
ploring the possibility of unionizing. 
John F. White, chairman of Har­ 
per’s liberal arts division, Tuesday 
said he and other middle-level admin­ 
istrators have held “information-shar­ 
ing” sessions with several unions dur­ 
ing the past two months. The officials’ 
main concern is salary, which has not 
kept pace with faculty pay increases, 
White said.. 


Salaries for Harper’s 30-odd admin­ 
istrators begin in the low $20,000s and 
extend to the'high $30,000s. Raises, 
based on review by superiors, were a 
maximum 4 8 per cent this year. In 
addition, administrators can earn an­ 
nual merit bonuses of $300 to $850.

are is the early stages and “the whole 
thing could peter out tomorrow.” 


He would not identify the unions 
contacted, but one of them is the 
American Federation of School Ad­ 
ministrators, a representative of that 
organization said Tuesday.

He said the move was 
a natural outgrowth of last year’s fac­ 
ulty unionization at Harper. 
Harper custodians are unionized, 
and the college’s six-member public 
safety department has been trying to 
gain recognition for the Teamsters 
Union Local 714 as its bargaining 
agent.

Collection of BTA gas tax stalled 


The Regional Transportation Authority probably will not begin 
collecting a 5 per cent gasoline sales tax in the six-county area on 
Nov. I as earlier scheduled, RTA officials said Tuesday. A spokes­ 
man said the RTA is reluctant to collect the tax, which is adopted 
in June, while a lawsuit challenging the legality is pending before 
the Illinois Supreme Court. “What if we had to refund it?” the 
spokesman asked. “How could we refund a gas tax?” An RTA 
attorney said it may take Vh months for oral arguments to be 
scheduled before the state Supreme Court. 


Tax hikes here higher than city 


Suburban property taxes are rising faster than in Chicago, espe­ 
cially on commercial and industrial real estate, a tax watchdog 
group said Tuesday. The Civic Federation reported in a study of 
1976 taxes that suburban taxes have risen 12.3 per cent since 1975, 
w’hile they increased just 4.8 per cent in Chicago. Lavem W. Kron, 
the federation research director, attributed the lower increase in 
Chicago to the city’s reliance on other taxes. 


‘Chop-shop’ farm leasor sought 


Lake County Sheriff’s police Tuesday were searching for a man 
who reportelly was leasing a farm in Waukegan as a headquar­ 
ters for a $200,000 in stolen auto and parts operation. Two Chicago 
men have been charged with felony theft in connection with the 
operations. Arrested were Gabriel F. Ponzio, 30, and John M. 
Casico, 29. Police said they believe a bam on the property was 
used as a “chop shop” where stolen cars from the Chicago area 
were brought and dismantled. Police said the men were selling the 
parts to auto repair shops in Cook County and Wisconsin.

Quiz group failure to file forms 


The Arlington Heights Youth Athlet­ 
ic Association’s failure to file the nec­ 
essary federal forms for tax-exempt 
status has prompted inquiries from 
some members of the organization. 
The Internal Revenue Service, after 
receiving inquiries, has contacted offi­ 
cials of the association about their 
failure to file the tax exempt forms.

The news conference is expected to be nationally 
televised. 


Violent croup strain kills child 


The death of a 22-month-old child from a violent strain of croup 
drew Michigan health officials Tuesday into efforts to combat out­ 
breaks in two southeast Michigan cities. Dr. Norman S. Hayner, 
chief epidemiologist with the state Department of Public Health, 
said his department was worried about the severity of the strain, 
although the cases were not yet considered widespread. The scope 
of the outbreaks in Ann Arbor and Mount Clemens was unknown 
because no reporting procedure exists for the usually mild respi­ 
ratory illness. Hayner said he has never before seen such severe 
cases in his six years in the state department. 


Cochran guilty in KKK assault case

Buddy Cochran, who smashed his sports car into a crowd at a 
Ku Klux Kian rally in President Carter’s hometown of Plains, was 
convicted Tuesday on eight counts of aggravated assault. A Sum­ 
ter County jury of six blacks and sue whites returned the verdict. 
Cochran, a 30-year-old Americus mechanic, faces a sentence of up 
to IO years on each count stemming from the July 2 incident. 
About 30 persons were injured, 19 of whom were hospitalized, 
when ne rammed his car into a group of spectators and hit the 
speaker's platform. 


Stiff health care penalty bill law 


President Carter Tuesday signed into law stiffer penalties for 
doctors and other health care providers who ^defraud the elderly 
and the poor through Medicare and Medicaid transactions. “This 
bill will go a long way in eliminating fraud in health care,” said 
Carter in a Hose Garden signing ceremony. The new law levies 
felony penalties to a maximum $25,000 fine and five years in pris­ 
on. Previously, misdemeanor penalties were a $10,000 fine and one 
year in prison. 


Remains of servicemen identified 


The Defense Department Tuesday released the names of 20 ser­ 
vicemen and one civilian whose remains were turned over to the 
United States by the Vietnamese government last month. The re­ 
mains, which went through a medical identification process at a 
laboratory in Hawaii, are to be sent Wednesday to Travis Air 
Force Base in California. They then will be taken to an Army 
mortuary in Oakland pending return to their families. The only 
Chicago-area man identified was Air Force Maj. Joseph W. Brand 
of Chicago.

Arab Emirates chief gunned down 


A gunman Tuesday shot and killed a United Arab Emirates 
official in an airport assassination attempt on Syrian Foreign Min­ 
ister Abdel Halim Khaddam. The assassin tried to hijack a plane 
to escape but later surrendered himself and seven hostages. Emi­ 
rates officials said the captured gunman had two accomplices who 
escaj>ed. The Iraqi News Agency reported authorities had pick­ 
ed up another five persons for questioning. Khaddam, who re­ 
turned to Damascus, suggested Iraq was behind the assassination 
attempt. He cited “initial evidence” that the gunman had arrived 
in Abu Dhabi from Baghdad.

DeLuca appeals 
slaving sentence

Convicted murderer Frank DeLuca, 
found guilty July I with his girlfriend 
Patricia Columbo for the 1976 slayings 
of Miss Columbo's family, has ap­ 
pealed his case to the Illinois Appel, 
late Court. 
The appeal, filed Thursday by De- 
Luca's attorney Michael P. Toomin, 
comes two weeks after DeLuca, 39, 
began serving a 200- to 300-year pris­ 
on term for the murders of Frank Col­ 
umbo, 43. his wife Mary, 41, and their 
son Michael, 13. Their bodies were 
found in their Elk Grove Village home 
on May 7. 1976. 
Murder cases in Illinois carry an 
automatic right to appeal. 
The appeal names only DeLuca, al­ 
though he and Miss Columbo, 21, were 
tried together this summer in a 64-day 
proceeding. 
Toomin could not be reached for 
comment on specifics of the appeal. 
Attorneys for Miss Columbo have 
continued to state her innocence and 
have said they will seek a new trial 
for her.

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Transformed Lake-Cook Road nearing completion 


It’s called Lake-Cook Road, this 
main highway artery slicing through 
the Northwest suburbs. 
For months now, highway crews 
have been at work repaving the road­ 
way to transform it from a local road 
to a major super highway linking the 
Buffalo Grove and Wheeling area to 
the North Shore. 
The construction through Buffalo 
Grove, 
stretching 
from 
Arlington 
Heights Road east to McHenry Road, 
is nearly completed. Further east, in 
Wheeling, workmen are battling the 
fall rains in an attempt to complete 
resurfacing by the end of the year. 
Although county highway officials 
say they hope to have the new road 
completed by then, they adroit the 
highway may not open until next 
spring. 
But when it does, the result will be 
not only a smooth access to Lake 
Michigan but also less traffic con­ 
gestion 
on 
Dundee 
and 
Palatine 
roads. 
THE S8.5 M ILLION project in­ 
volves 4.7 miles of roadway. The east­ 
ern section will be a new four-lane 
highway, while the western section 
in Buffalo Grove involves widening an 
existing roadway and adding new 
lanes. The work has caused months of 
detours and traffic congestion. 
In Buffalo Grove, traffic was re­ 
routed down residential streets, while 
Wolf Road in Wheeling was closed 
north of Dundee Road. 
Cook County Highway Dept. Supt. 
Richard Golterman said the schedule 
calls for the road to be open to traffic 
before the end of the year, with land­ 
scaping 
work 
scheduled 
for 
the 


spring. If there is bad weather, how­ 
ever, he said the road won’t be 
opened until spring of 1978. 
WORK ON LAKE-COOK Road east 
of Milwaukee Avenue has been com­ 
pleted east to the Edens Expressway 
in Highland Park. The final link to be 
completed, between Arlington Heights 
Road and Rand Road in Palatine 
Township, 
has 
been 
delayed 
in­ 
definitely until the controversy over 
the 111. Rte. 53 extension is resolved, 
highway officials said. 
Condemnation of property in that 
area is under way but no contracts 
will be awarded until Illinois Dept, of 
Transportation officials decide wheth­ 
er 111. Rte. 53 will be extended north 
of Dundee Road. 
Paul C. Box, traffic consultant for 
the Village of Wheeling, said the new 
Lake-Cook Road probably also will re­ 
duce 
the 
present 
“ extreme 
con­ 
gestion’’ on Palatine Road. Traffic 
patterns on Hintz Road also are likely 
to be changed, he said. 
BOX SAID ONCE the road 
is 
opened it will take only a few weeks 
for 
traffic 
patterns 
to 
stabilize. 
“ People start trying it out right 
away,” he said. 
Buffalo Grove Public Works Direc­ 
tor Charles McCoy said he will be 
happy to see the construction com­ 
pleted. He said, however, he won’t 
know if the construction of the road 
was warranted until some of the de­ 
velopments now under construction 
are occupied. 
“ It’s one of the few chances you get 
for an improvement like that before 
there is a need for it,” he said of the 
road.

ALASKAN C ELIA Hunter executive 


director of the Wilderness Society, 
said the 20,320-foot peak had been 
named off-the-cuff by a sourdough 
prospector in the first place, and con­ 
cluded tartly: 
“ The veneration of 
McKinley is dubious.” 
The Delali forces appeared to have 
the upper hand, although more hear­ 
ings are in store because Interior Sec. 
Cecil Andrus eventually w ill decide 
the issue. Spokesmen said Andrus is a 
Delali man. 


But Regula battled hard before the 
board. 
“ It would be an insult to the memo­ 
ry of President McKinley and to the 
people of my district who are so 
proud 
of 
his 
heritage” 
to 
take 
McKinley’s name away, Regula said. 
“ As the 25th president, Mckinley 
well deserved the honor.” 
Calling McKinley, who was assassi­ 
nated in 1091, “ a champion of the 
working man,” he noted the peak got

Dickey in 1896, who supposedly was

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Bakalis hits Thompson 
Laetrile, abortion vetoes

SPRIN GFIELD — State Comptrol­ 
ler Michael Bakalis, a Democratic 
candidate for governor, Tuesday said 
he opposes Gov. James R. Thomp­ 
son's vetoes of the legalization of 
laetrile and the ban on state public 
aid payments for abortions. 
In taking strong stands on both is­ 
sues, Bakalis said lie would work to 
see that Thompson’s vetoes are over­ 
ridden in the Illinois General Assem­ 
bly. 
“ I would not have sided with the 
position that the state ought to pay for 
abortions with public funds,” Bakalis 
said. 
He listed instances such as rape and 
incest and where the mother’s life is 
in jeopardy as possible exceptions to 
the general prohibition. 
THOMPSON VETOED a bill that 
would ban state payments for abor­ 
tions for public aid recipients and the 
legislature will attempt to override 
the veto next month. 
Besides stating he would work for 
the override, Bakalis said he was not 
prepared to advocate other changes in 
state law, or constitutional amend­ 
ments that would restrict a woman's 
right to obtain an abortion. 
“ What should the state involve itself 
in and what should it not involve itself 
in?” he asked. 
Bakalis said when a large majority 
of the state's population ‘‘believes — 
rightly or wrongly — but nevertheless 
very strongly that abortion is legal­ 
ized murder and objects to the gener­ 
al use of tax money for that purpose, 
then the stale ought to be as fiscally 
neutral as it can be.” 


The comptroller also said the provi­ 
sion of the tax-funded health insur­ 
ance plan for state workers that pays 
for abortions should be changed. 


“ WE HAVE TO be consistent on 
these matters,” he said. 
On the question of legalizing laet­ 
rile, the cancer treatment substance 
derived from apricot pits that has 
been criticized in some medical cir­ 
cles, Bakalis said the proposed law is 
restrictive enough to avoid abuses. 
He said as safeguards before being 
treated with laetrile, cancer patients 
must indicate an understanding they 
are suffering from a terminal illness 
and that there is no evidence laetrile 
is a cure. 
Thompson and his staff have been 
lobbying legislators to support the 
governor’s vetoes on tile two issues 
which have attracted a great deal of 
public attention in recent months. 
Besides his comments on legislative 
issues, Bakalis also questioned the ef­ 
fectiveness of the governor’s hiring 
freeze. 


WHILE AGREEING with Thompson 
aides the over-all number of employes 
under the governor has declined, Bak­ 
alis said about 10.000 persons have 
been hired for existing positions this 
year. 
The governor’s hiring freeze banned 
new hiring for all but critical posi­ 
tions. 
Robert Mandeville, director of the 
bureau of the budget, said the new 
hirings were in critical positions. 
Mandeville said the savings from 
the reduced payroll, which represents 
about 1.300 fewer employes, will mean 
a $14 million savings to the state.

The Indian Trails Library Dis­

Buffalo 
Grove. On the same day, voters 
in Schaumburg Park District de­ 
feated a package which called 
for a bond issue for a recreation 
center and tax rate increases. 


In both cases the defeats can 
be ascribed to a variety of 
causes. Taxes are high and vot­ 
ers are understandably cautious 
about voting any increases. In 
addition, local issues in both 
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areas contributed to the defeats. 
In taking stock of what to do 
next, the officials in the library 
district have shown maturity 
and understanding. 
They have said they will meet 
with their architect to scale 
down plans for the new library 
and plan another referendum. In 
addition, they have shown some 
willingness to discuss the prob­ 
lem of the proposed site for the 
new library, a site that many 
Buffalo Grove residents feel is 
inconvenient. 
Nowhere in the post-defeat 
statements by Indian Trails offi­ 
cials was there a sign of hostility 
toward the voters. The library is 
hard pressed for space and will 
face real problems if it does not 
win approval for a new building, 
but library officials are being 
careful to let their needs speak 
for themselves and to avoid ang­ 
ry rhetoric. 
In contrast, the initial reaction 
from Schaumburg park officials 
sounded like sour grapes. Since 
the voters had defeated the ref­ 
erendum, the officials said, they 
would just have to “do without” 
services in neighborhood parks 
for at least a year when another 
referendum might be called.

Park 
District 
officials should take note of the 
calm attitude displayed by In­ 
dian Trails officials. It is de­ 
signed to win the sympathy of 
the voter, not increased enmity.

ERA tactic* right move 


S u p p o r t e r s of the Equal 
Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution 
are 
putting 
the 
pinch on states where legislators 
have not yet ratified the amend­ 
ment. 
And the effort, supported by 
the National Organization for 
Women, seems to be the best 
way yet to persuade the Illinois 
General Assembly to ratify the 
amendment. 
F o r t y organizations which 
support the ERA have agreed 
not to hold their conventions in 
states which have not ratified 
the amendment. Because Chi­ 
cago is a major convention cen­ 
ter, the impact of this move has 
been substantial. 
The Chicago Convention and 
Tourism Bureau reports that $1 
million in convention business 
has been cancelled, 
including 
the national meeting of the 
League of Women Voters. In ad­ 
dition, the city has been prohib­ 


ited from bidding on other con­ 
ventions, including those of the 
National Education Association 
and the American Psychological 
Association. 


Altogether the convention bu­ 
reau estimates the city has lost 
$15 million in business because 
of the legislators failure to ratify 
the ERA. 


That amount is impressive 
and ought to get the attention of 
those legislators who have man- 
a g e d 
conveniently to place 
themselves on both sides of the 
ERA issue. 


The ERA is a matter of simple 
justice. Its ratification is long 
overdue. The latest tactic of sup­ 
porters should not have been 
necessary, but since it is, we can 
only hope that legislators get the 
message the businessmen hurt 
by the boycott will be sending 
out: Opposing equal rights for 
any group is bad business.

The Carter administration has nego­ 
tiated a treaty to give away our Pan­ 
ama Canal — American property — 
at the same time paying the Pan­ 
amanian government to take it away 
from us. 
Panama is broke. It owes over 
$2,700,000,000 to U.S. banks and their 
foreign branches. The only way the 
banks will probably ever be repaid is 
for the U.S. government to give Pan­ 
ama cd extra $50,000,000 a year for 
the use of our own canal. 
Sol Linowitz, who was one of the 
two chief negotiators who worked out 
the new give-away treaty with the 
Panamanians, was a member of the 
board of directors of the Marine Mid­ 
land Bank, Inc., in New York City, 
which is one of the banks that loaned 
large sums of money to Panama 
Over one-third of all cargo shipped 
through the Canal is energy related, 
and that much of our Alaskan oil will 
probably be shipped from the West 
Co ret to the East through tile canal. 
The present or any future dictator of 
Panama could easily double, triple, or 
even quadruple the toll rates — just 
like the oil sheiks raised the price of 
oil 400 per cent in one year — and 
we’d have no choice but to pay it. And 
th?* would sharply increase the price 
of most things you buy, just like the 
increase in oil prices did. 70 per cent 
of all shipping which uses the canal 
either begins or ends on U.S. soil. 
American control of the Panama 
Canal is absolutely vital to our nation­ 
al defense. Except for our 14 “super 
carriers” our entire Navy fleet can 
and does easily travel through the 
Panama Canal. Without the canal, the 
U.S. would halve to build a much larg­ 
er “two-ocean” Navy, duplicating 
many bases and ships. 
In 1803, we bought the land that now 
makes up 13 states from France for 
$15 million. In 1867 we bought Alaska 
from the Russian Czar for 7.2 million. 
In 1917 we bought the Virgin Islands 
from Denmark. In 1903 we bought the 
Panama Canal and the American 
Canal Zone. 
Do you think we should give this 
American property back to those 
countries? 
If little Panama can cajole us into 
giving them our Canal, then does It 
not follow that the other countries 
might want their former properties 
back?

More Georgia banks caught in slippery banking 


(First of two related columns) 


Perhaps Bert Lance was right. 
Maybe we Yankees just don’t under­ 
stand how bankers do business in 
Georgia. 
That tentative confession is in­ 
spired by the recent disclosure of a 
highly dikurbing set of circumstances 
involving three Georgia banks, in­ 
cluding the second biggest in the 
state. 
Lance is not personally involved in 
this episode. But the embarrassing 
revelations which led to his resigna­ 
tion under fire as Director of the Of­ 
fice of Management and Budget did 
produce a commitment from several 
congressional committees to reexam­ 
ine the laws governing bank regu­ 
lation. 


IF LANCE’S legacy is to be a tight­ 
ening of those statutes, there is no 
more suitable place for the legislators 
to begin looking than the First Nation­ 
al Bank of Atlanta and its parent 
company, tile First National Holding 
Corp. 
The Bank Holding Company Act, a 
federal statute, has long required that 
a holding company which seeks to ac-

quire control of additional banks must 
first secure the approval of the Board 
of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System. 
Back in 1969-70, the Atlanta bank 
found a way to circumvent that law 
as well as a Georgia statute which 
flatly prohibited any holding company 
in the state from controlling more 
than one bank. 
In March, 1969, a $2.7 million inter­ 
est-free loan from the Atlanta bank 
enabled one man to purchase virtually 
all of the common stock of the First 
Bank of Savannah, 250 miles south­ 
east of Savannah, Ga. 
IN APRIL 1970, slightly more than a 
year later, both the Savannah bank 
shares and the loan were transferred 
to Ben S. Gilmer, who happened to bo 
the former chairman of the executive 


committee of the Atlanta bank’s 
board of directors. 
The unusual loan was structured so 
Gilmer assumed no personal liability 
for the debt. In addition, Gilmer’s in­ 
terest payments were exactly equal to 
the dividends paid by the Savannah 
bank stock. 
Involved in a virtually identical 
case was the First National Bank of 
Dalton, 50 miles northwest in Dalton, 
Ga., a community not far from 
Lance’s home town of Calhoun, Ga. 
In January, 1969, four present and 
former directors of the Atlanta bank 
signed an agreement to buy shares in 
the Dalton bank from a trust estab­ 
lished by major stockholders of the 
smaller bank. 


THE EXCEPTIONALLY favorable 
financial arrangements were similar 
to those in Savannah. The Atlanta di­ 
rectors received large loans from 
their bank, enabling them to purchase 
39 per cent of the outstanding Dalton 
bank stock between 1969 and 1976. 
Officers of the Atlanta bank have 
served on the boards of both the Sav­ 
annah and Dalton banks. The current 
president of the Savannah bank and 


his immediate predecessor both came 
to that job from officerships at the 
Atlanta bank. 
The Atlanta bank also orchestrated 
similar arrangements for the pur­ 
chase of large blocks of stock in four 
other small banks, all in DeKalb 
County, part of the Atlanta metropoli­ 
tan area. 
BUT WHEN THE office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency became 
concerned in 1970 about possible viola­ 
tions of the law. an attorney for the 
Atlanta bank assured that federal 
agency that “in our opinion, there is 
no ‘control’ of those banks.” 
Late last month, however, the Board 
of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System found that the Atlanta bank 
had, in fact, violated the federal law 
restricting holding company control in 
banks. 
But the Fed, in an astounding move, 
then voted to grant ex post facto ap­ 
proval of that illegal act, allowing the 
Atlanta holding company to now offi­ 
cially acquire full control of the Sav­ 
annah and Dalton banks.

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General Assembly’s got the bills 
but action may be long in coming 


Against the backdrop of speeches by 
Gov. James. R. Thompson and a vari­ 
ety of special and regular legislative 
sessions, lawmakers dumped a flock 
of bills into the hopper this week that 
probably will not be looked at this 
year. 
More than a dozen bills intended to 
salve property owners outraged by 
skyrocketing tax assessments have 
been introduced. 
The bills range from proposals to

THE LEGISLATION looks good and 
certainly will allow the sponsors to 
give the appearance they are doing 
something for their constituents. How­ 
ever, given the fact legislative rules 
on what can be considered are tight 
for the fall session, not much can be 
expected. 
The fall regular session is limited to 
action on the governor’s vetoes and 
o t h e r emergency legislation that 
clears the rules committee or is in­ 
troduced by the committees. 


Retiring at 
65 goes back to Bismarck

WASHINGTON (UPI) — It all be­ 
gan with Otto Von Bismarck. 
In 1889, in the western world’s first 
state-supported old age pension sys­ 
tem, the chancellor of the German 
Empire, defined “old age” as 65. 
Other countries eventually adopted 
the same figure in setting up their re­ 
tirement programs, as did the United 
States when it established Social Se­ 
curity in 1935. 


THE HOUSE COMMITTEE on ag­ 
ing, which recounts this history, ar­ 
gues that the original choice of age 65 
must have been somewhat arbitrary. 
Bismarck, at tile time, was an active 
74. 


Wilbur Cohen, a former secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare and 
one of the drafters of the U.S. Social 
Security program, has written that 
there was “no scientific, social, or ge­ 
rontological basis’* for the United 
States picking 65 — “ It wras the gener­ 
al consensus that 65 was the most ac­ 
ceptable age.” Cohen said 65 was in­ 
tended as the age when benefits would 
begin, not as a compulsory retirement 
age for everyone. 
Now, Congress is tinkering with the 
traditional concept of “old age.”

7, raising from 65 to 70 the age at 
which most employers can require 
workers to retire. A compromise and 
final enactment appears likely by the 
end of the year. 
SUPPORT FOR THESE measures 
caught hold in Congress for several 
reasons: 
Senior citizens have gained political 
power. Recession and inflation have 
cut retirees’ standard of living. 
It has become evident Social Secur­ 
ity is becoming increasingly expensive 
to finance. One reason is the number 
of retired persons is growing com­ 
pared to the number of workers paying 
into Social Security. 


Business groups argue that relaxing 
mandatory retirement will make it 
harder to run efficient companies — 
that, with fewer openings at the top, 
there will be fewer promotions below ; 
it will be harded to keep good work­ 
ers; vitality and new ideas will be 
lost. 


CIVIL RIGHTS GROUPS are di­ 
vided on whether the legislation would 
result in fewer jobs and promotion op­ 
portunities for the young, members of 
minorities and women. 


The National Organization for Wo­ 
men said women stand to gain be­ 
cause they have a particular need to 
work into old age: they outlive men; 
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they frequently enter the job market 
after children are grown; they work 
for lower wages and earn lower pen­ 
sion benefits. 
Sponsors of the bills say the effect 
on unemployment will be small be­ 
cause relatively few elderly persons 
will work longer. Most Americans 
covered 
by 
mandatory 
retirement 
now are retiring before the required 
age. The trend in the country is to­ 
ward earlier retirement. 


The restrictions are aimed at reduc­ 
ing the amount of business before the 
lawmakers. It usually is a good idea, 
because without such restrictions, the 
General Assembly easily could be 
meeting year around. 


However, the highly publicized tax­ 
payers protest of the summer months 
have brought attention to the tax as­ 
sessment process in Cook County and 
triggered a variety of actions. 


DESPITE A HOST of meetings and 
suggestions by public officials that 
something must be done, taxpayers 
appear ready to vote down all efforts 
to increase taxes, regardless how 
noble the purpose. 


Referendums in the Schaumburg 
Park District and the Indian Trails 
Library District over the weekend 
were the most recent victims of this 
mood, t 


Now the legislature is into the act. 
Whether the sponsors of the bills can 
convince 
their 
colleagues 
that 
a 
serious study of the tax assessment 
situation should be undertaken this 
fall remains to be seen. 


While the rules and regulations of 
the legislature represent a formidable 
roadblock, lawmakers probably will 
remember that there are elections 
next year. Their collective penchant 
for embracing their own rules may 
evaporate if they conjure up too many 
images of those outraged property ow­ 
ners going to the polls in March and 
November. 


The odds are against major action, 
but the usually unpredictable legisla­ 
ture could surprise everyone.

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6Born teacher’finds 
rewards in working

Mrs. Zara, who calls herself a "teacher retread," 
started out as a country schoolteacher, and now holds 
a doctorate in educational psychology.

In the early 1950s, what did a nice 
19-year-old South Dakota country girl 
do to make money? Why, the only 
thing she could do — teach. 


That’s one reason Martha Zara en­ 
tered the field of education. Another 
was that she came from a teaching 
family. The third — and most impor­ 
tant — is that she is a natural-born 
teacher. And she loves it. 


“ I’m an ordinary person," protests 
this woman with the photographic 
mind who belongs to Mensa, an or­ 
ganization of persons whose IQ’s are 
in the top 2 per cent of the population. 
‘‘I have lots of fears. My husband 
says I ’m klutzy. I ’m just a country 
girl. But I think I ’m a good teacher — 
that’s the real me — that’s all I ever 
wanted to do." 


WITH TOO YEARS of teacher’s 
training, Martlia started out at 19 
with a two-grade class in a country 
school — "wonderful training," she 
recalls. She became a "critic teach­ 
er" at the lab school of her hometown 
college. Students watched her demon­ 
strate teaching techniques; she in 
turn watched the students. 


She married a visiting professional 
ball player who decided to get a de­ 
gree in educat'on. When he reached 
graduate school level, they moved to 
Minneapolis to enter the University of 
Minnesota. 


"They let me in, too," said Martha. 
Specializing in remedial reading, she 
completed a year’s work in two sum­ 
mers. It was a turning point in her 
academic interests. 


She took time out to have two sons, 
now 19 and 16. When they were little 
and the family had moved to Pala­ 
tine, she began tutoring and doing re­ 
medial work with children at her 
kitchen table. 


MARTHA STILL lacked a bach­ 
elor’s degree. She decided to get one 
at Northern Illinois University. 


She got much more — a master’s in 
special education and a doctor’s in 
educational psychology, both on fel­ 
lowships. She taught college freshman 
courses in special education and grad­ 
uate courses in learning disabilities. 
In short, she became an expert in her 
field. 


" I liked the university association, 
but I wranted to do my own thing," 
said Martha. In 1972, she opened her 
Arlington Heights office and began 
private practice. 


She calls herself a communications 
specialist. Or a clinical teacher. Or an 
educational psychologist. She works 
from 6 a.m. to IO p.m. ("but I take 
long lunches") and sees on a regular 
basis about 20 children a week, rang­ 
ing in age from 5 to 17. 


MARTHA DESCRIBED a learning 
disability as something in the learner 
that keeps him from using the powers 
and abilities he has. Gifted children, 
too, can have these problems. When 
parents need more help for their 
children than a school can supply, they 
come to Martha. She does complete 
diagnostic work in educational, behav­ 
ioral and learning styles, consults with 
parents and professionals involved, 
then maps out a program. 


"I'm the child advocate," she says. 
"Sometimes it’s a question of fighting 
for a kid, sometimes helping to modi­ 
fy his parents’ expectations, some­ 
times interpreting the child’s style, 
his uniqueness." 


Reading is the most difficult skill 
we expect our children to master, ac­ 
cording to Martha. When a youngster 
works at cross systems from symbol 
to sound to meaning, or from auditory 
to visual and back, a problem can de­ 
velop. 


SHE CAUTIONS that it is important 
to use the right technique on the right 
child. " I have tested kids sitting on 
my lap, I have chased hyperactive 
kids on my hands and knees while 
testing them," she said. "You hack 
away and hack away and a whole big 
area opens up. Sometimes these kids 
just need a few more ‘sorta likes’ and 
then they get the connection."

I may give subconscious sug­ 
gestions. I have been trained in hyp­ 
nosis. 
I 
find the 
technique that 
works." 


Most difficult but most rewarding is 
working with junior high kids. " I 
bleed for them,” said Martha. "They 
are trying to figure out who they are 
— they are learning it in combat. An 
eighth grade boy growing a mous­ 
tache and reading on a fourth grade 
level is going to get into trouble." 


MARTHA ADVISES those inter­ 
ested in entering the field of learning 
disabilities to be sure they really 
mean it, for there is much dis­ 
couragement. "You must keep trying 
and trying,” she said. "You need skill 
at detecting growth. You must be able 
to work with young learners and then 
apply what you have learned the next 
time." 


A self-proclaimed "People’s Lib­ 
ber" rather than a "Women’s Lib­ 
b e r 
’ Martha believes everyone 
should hqve a chance to grow and to 
work to his or her potential, whether 
that be in a traditional or non-tradi- 
tional field. As for her, she’s helping 
kids to grow to their potential and in­ 
tends to go on teaching and learning 
indefinitely. 


" I want to be able to work, to have 
success at my work until the day I 
die,” she said. "When that day comes 
I ’d like just to close the office and 
m a rn h 
tn tho linH ortator ” 


Women in critical time 


’Super mo in* thrives on career

When Doe Hentschel of Arlington Heights decided 
to resign as director of community services at Har­ 
per College to go back to school, friends told her she 
was crazy to leave a fantastic job. "Don’t go to 
school," they said. "Everyone knows Ph.D.s are a 
glut on the market — they don’t get jobs.” 


Now Doe, 35, is a regional program director of the 
University of Illinois, and loves it. It is her job to 
identify the needs for continuing education and pub­ 
lic service in the Chicago area, then provide linkage 
to the appropriate department or personnel within 
the University of Illinois (Urbana, Circle Campus 
and the Medical Center). 


She completed the course work for a Ph.D. in urban 
education by commuting to the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Milwaukee as a full-time student, holding a 
teaching assistantship at the same time. 


She is writing her dissertation. 


She is president-elect of the adult education associ­ 
ation at the state level. 


She is leader of a Girl Scout Troop. 


She is wife to Tom and mother to Brian, 12, and 
Karin, 9. 


SHE CONSIDERS herself, first and foremost, an 
adult educator. 


Doe believes now that if she had continued her 
college years at Chatham College, Pittsburgh, where 


she ranked first in her freshman class, she probably 
would have earned a Ph.D. at 25. 


"Chatham has a lot to do with my attitude about 
women and women’s education," she said. "At Chat­ 
ham, a woman’s college, you were expected to do 
well even though you were a girl. At the University 
of Missouri in Columbia, I fell into that trap of not 
wanting to appear too bright, of wanting to be popu­ 
lar, one of the gang. As a senior, it was a com­ 
pliment when someone would say, ‘Oh my gosh, I ’d 
never believe you are a Phi Beta Kappa.’ ’* 


But she was. And she had an intense desire to 
teach. She just didn’t want anyone to know. But 
there was one professor, a woman, who recognized 
her potential and nominated her for a fellowship on 
condition that she consider college teaching as a ca­ 
reer. 


" I believe in mentors," said Doe. "Someone in 
your career field who takes you under his wing, who 
helps interpret things for you, who gives you a shove 
when you need it. This woman saw something in me 
I didn’t know was there." 


Doe and Tom graduated and married within the 
same month and moved to the Chicago area. She 
used her fellowship to earn a master’s degree at 
Northwestern University. The next year she taught 
speech and English at Forest View High School. 


" I loved it . . . and then I got pregnant," she said. 


THUS BEGAN an eight-year stay at home in 
which her first, then second child was born. Doe, 
with her innate high energy level, threw herself into 


being a full-time housewife and mother. In her spare 
time, she "got all of that club thing out of my sys­ 
tem very early." 


She became involved in community organizations, 
worked in adult education in her church, organized 
the speaker’s bureau for Planned Parenthood, giving 
speeches three or four times a week herself — anoth­ 
er foray into adult education. 


" I became ‘supermom,’ ’’ she related. "Baking 
bread, learning to crochet — all the household ac­ 
complishments. But it just didn’t work for me. I was . 
psycholog ically depressed." 


It was then Doe, who desperately needed a change 
of lifestyle, made a conscious decision to go back to 
work. "It was a risk, a scary thing — but I had to do 
it," she said. "When I walked out the door, I wasn't 
sure anyone would be there when I got back."

Illness could affect husband’s feelings for his wife 


Dear Attorney Martoccio, 
I wonder if you would be kind 
enough to listen to my problem and 
maybe make some helpful sugges­ 
tions? I married a man who had two 
children whom I helped raise. After 
they grew up I helped full time with 
my husband's business. Believe me, it 
wasn’t easy going from city to city 
setting up displays at exhibition halls 
and many times I was so tired I could 
have cried. 
Everything went along fairly well 
and we made money, but two years 
ago my husband had a severe heart 
attack. He hovered between life and 
death and finally after much anxiety 
on my part and caring for his busi­ 
ness, too, he came home to recuper­ 
ate. I noticed a change in him almost 
from the start but realized what a

traumatic experience he had and so 
was extremely patient with him.

Dear E.T., 
My personal observation of friends 
and relatives who have had sudden, 
serious illnesses or operations con­ 
vinces me that strange and unusual 
after-effects are not rare. For in­ 
stance, quiet ones may become garru­ 
lous or vice versa; some have a "live 
for today" attitude and become reck­ 
less. But rest and time often changed 
and improved their mental and physi­ 
cal condition. 
In crucial moments, I believe it is 
quite normal to dwell on hindsight. At 
this point, though, I would not take his 
remarks too seriously. Don’t rule out 
the fact that he may feel helpless and 
that he resents having to lean on you. 


Perhaps, too, medication may have 
an effect on his personality. Does he 
take tranquilizers or stimulants? 
I think you’d be wise to check with 
his doctor and also consult a close, 
trusted friend to appraise and com­ 
pare his present behavior with his 
usual show of personality or his char­ 
acter. If your husband attends church 
services, try your minister. He may 
be more helpful than you think.

Easy-does-it in lifting 


weights best training 


I am an inmate in a correctional institution and have put a lot of 
effort into becoming a better person physically and mentally. Late­ 
ly I have become discouraged over my weight training program. 


I would like lo ask you a question pertaining to your statement a 
person should train, not strain. How do you know you have done 
enough while training but not to the point of straining? 


Are high repetitions better for development than heavyweight, 
low-rCpetitions, for example lifting 150 pounds IO times for IO sets 
of 200 pounds three times for IO sets. 


Most weight training authorities agree that your maximum 
benefit from resistance exercises or weights is obtained by lifting 
the weight no more than IO times, then resting and repeating 
such a set of IO no more than three times. Apparently doing this 
every other cay will provide the maximum benefit you can get for 
any weight. To maintain your muscles one such exercise session a 
week appears to be adequate. 


The choice of a weight should be one that you can lift easily 
three times in succession but not one so light that you can lift it IO 
or more times in succession without difficulty. As soon as you can 
lift a given weight IO times in succession for three sets (a total of 
30) you should certainly progress to a heavier weight. 


Excessive repetitions will not speed muscle growth or devel­ 
opment of muscle strength. A lighter exercise in any form that is 
repeated, as occurs with running, is considered an endurance ex­ 
crete as opposed to strength exercises. Obviously there is a great 
deal of overlap, though, with many forms of exercise. 


Some authorities believe you can obtain progressive muscle 
growth with only two sets of each exercise session. 


I read all of your writings. I am 91 years old and have had nine 
operations, mostly hernias, gall bladder and appendix, years ago. 


I live with my daughter in Oregon now and she’s a wonderful 
person and cook. We eat lots of vegetables, pot roasts with vege­ 
tables around the roast in a steam cooker — no grease. 


I eat four to five tomatoes every day and one banana. I want to 
know if these tomatoes are all right. I put sugar on them. 


You sound like you are doing great. I want to take this opportun­ 
ity to comment that boiling or using a pressure cooker is a good 
way to avoid grease. Particularly if all of the excess fat is re­ 
moved before cooking. 


A good pressure cooker can result in very tender meat and help 
people avoid fat with its excess calories and its effect on obesity 
or fatty-choles!erol deposits in arteries that cause heart attacks 
and strokes. 


Fresh tomatoes are great for you. The sugar is all right if you 
are not overweight. Sugar may cause dental problems so it is a 
good idea to brush the teeth well after eating sweets of any kind.

Pumpkin cookies that 


children can make 


Dear Roberta: Would appreciate a recipe for pumpkin cookies 
that’s easy enough for children to make. 
— Marianne Fogg. 


Hope you and your family enjoy these Dutch Pumpkin Cookies, 
which my children learned how to make from their first grade 
teacher, Nelle Campbell. Sift together 2 cups of flour and 4 tea­ 
spoons of baking powder, one teaspoon of salt, 21,& teaspoons of 
cinnamon, y4 teaspoon ground ginger, and Vt teaspoon nutmeg. Set 
these aside. Cream Vi cup of margarine with a cup of sugar. Blend 
in 2 eggs, and one cup of thick, strained (or canned) pumpkin. Add 
the dry ingredients and mix'well. Stir in a cup each of raisins and 
chopped nuts. Drop onto greased cookie sheets and bake at 375 
degrees for 15 minutes. Makes about four dozen 3-inch cookies.

But they were. They learned to cope. No one suf­ 
fered. And Doe was a much happier person. 


Harper College was looking for a part-time coor­ 
dinator to develop its Women’s Program. Doe had 
read the book, “ How to Go to Work When Your Hus­ 
band’s Against It, Your Children Aren’t Old Enough 
& There's Nothing You Can Do Anyway.” She used 
its chapter on resumes as a guide in preparing her 
own. 


AS H A RPER’S FIR ST coordinator of women’s pro­ 
grams, Doe and her department accomplished in 13 
months what was expected to take three years. The 
program became a model for other colleges. 


Enough. She didn’t want to get boxed in to wom­ 
en’s education only. So she made another career 
choice. She became Harper’s full-time director of 
community services, covering a much wider spect­ 
rum of adult education. 


In the next 15 months, Community Services grew 
tremendously. It accelerated in scope, in service, in 
budgeting and administration. Doe was becoming 
conscious of her own shortcomings. “ I was getting 
very nervous about the fact that I didn’t really know 
what I was doing,” she said. So she went back to 
school. 


Last May, three days before her last final, she was 
offered the job at the University of Illinois, not just a 


lucky break but the result of patience, inquiry, a 
letter of interest, right timing and the “ network” — 
her personal contacts in the profession. 


“ If there is a job that I could be happy with all my 
life, I would say this is it,” she beamed. 


FOR WOMEN interested in pursuing a career, she 
has a wealth of advice: Make conscious decisions to 
attain your goals, she tells them — conscious career 
choices. Find a mentor in your field to take you 
under his or her wing. Become part of the network 
— keep up contacts in your field; know what’s going 
on. Serve as a mentor yourself and encourage other 
women. And do a good job at whatever you do. If 
you are not competent, you cause problems for your­ 
self and every other woman. 


“ This is a critical time for women,” she said. 
“ They don’t know how to deal with power and au­ 
thority. You can’t model after the men; you’re not 
‘one of the boys.’ What is aggressiveness for men is 
bitchiness for women. 


“ I look for the day when an incompetent woman 
can get a raise and a promotion — then I ’ll know 
we’re really equal.” 


On Doe Hentschel’s desk is a sign that reads: 
“ Whatever women do, they must do twice as well as 
men, to be thought half as good. Luckily, this is not 
difficult.”

First and foremost, you must read 
the labels on medicines. The label — 
whether for prescription or proprieta­ 
ry medicines — contains important in 
formation. It tells you the proper do­ 
sage, how often to take the drug, and 
sometimes health conditions for which 
a drug might produce a harmful ef­ 
fect. 


No matter how excellene, medicines 
cannot help you if you don’t take them 
correctly. Too small a dose or too 
large a dose can make a safe drug 
ineffective or even dangerous. 


Self-medication for minor problems 
such as a sore throat, sunburn or poi­ 
son ivy is a necessary part of our 
health 
care 
system. 
If 
everyone 
with the smallest ailment consulted a 
collapse. But if the proper use of. 
mild medication does not bring re­ 
sults fairly quickly, then by all means 
consult your physician. This is es­ 
pecially important with young chil­ 
dren. 


It may happen that your doctor has 
prescribed medication, but despite 
careful following cf the directions the 
condition does not clear up, or other 
symptoms start to develop. In this 
case, call your doctor- Perhaps the 
medicine is not right for you, or the 


ailment has developed a new com­ 
plication. 


TH ERE IS \ TREND toward view­ 
ing medical treatment as a coopera­ 
tive effort between doctor and patient. 
Only if you let the physician know 
what is happening can he or she best 
assist you in a cure. 


Medicines can be powerful, espe­ 
cially 
prescription 
medicines, 
and 
they do not always mix. Excellent and 
safe individually, two or more drugs 
may be harmful if taken at the same 
time. If you are taking medicines, 
make certain that your physician 
knows about all the medicines you are 
taking, even if it’s “ only aspirin.” 


Sometimes nonmedical drugs like al­ 
cohol may a,co influence the effect of 
another drug. Discuss your eating and 
drinking habits with your doctor be­ 
fore embarking on a cure involving 
medicines to make certain that you 
avoid these complications as well. 


Women should remember that the 
first few weeks of pregnancy are a 
crucial time for the pregnancy are a 
’.eloping child. As soon as you suspect 
you are pregnant, do not take any me­ 
dication, no matter how minor, until 
you have consulted your physician. 


AT HOME, especially if there are 
young children, you can help prevent 
accidental poisonings and assure the 
safe use of medicines by keeping the 
contents of the fam ily medicine cabi­ 
net neat and upt-to-date.

Edwards talks his way out to L.A. 


“A.M. Chicago” host Steve Edwards will bid Chi­ 
cago adieu in December and head for greener talk 
show pastures in Los Angeles. 
The 35-year-old Edwards confirmed Tuesday what 
has been rumored for months, that he will be leaving 
WLS-TV after Dec. 9 when his three-year contract 
with the station expires. 
It is nearly certain that Edwards will be accepting 
a job with the CBS owned and operated Los Angeles 
station although he is currently mulling over two 
other job offers in that town. 


ALL THREE JOB offers are essentially talk show 
opportunities. The Westinghouse Group has offered 
him the chance to host a newly developed talk show 
that would be nationally syndicated and might even­ 
tually replace the “Mike Douglas” show that it also 
syndicates. 
An offer also has been made by the ABC owned 
and operated station in Los Angeles. The post with 
the CBS Los Angeles station reportedly would in­ 
volve a variety of duties outside that of a talk show 
host. 
EDWARDS PLANS to make a final decision within 
weeks, but knows for certain he will be leaving Chi­ 
cago. 
“It has to do with career momentum. Money is not 
the issue. I’m very comfortable here. I have free- 
dom, I enjoy what I’m doing and I love the people I 
work with, and that’s why it would be too easy for 
me to stay here,” Edwards said. 
“I can’t afford to be too comfortable right now in 
my life, because I’m not ready psychologically or 
otherwise to settle down. I’m not ready to settle into 
a particular mold and stay there the rest of my 
life.” 
Edwards is making the move to Los Angeles on 
the assumption that he won’t know how far in the 
business he can get unless he tries. 
Edwards came practically out of nowhere three 
years ago, a psychotherapy graduate with an ample 
amount of on-camera experience, to take over Chan­ 
nel 7’s morning talk show, do it his way and boost it 
beyond belief in the ratings. 
HE ALSO HAS served as the station’s early eve­ 
ning news weatherman and critic-at-large, and de­ 
veloped and hosted his own interview show, “Fri­ 
day Night With Steve Edwards.” 
He has done all of his jobs well, maintained an 
honest and open relationship with his audience and 
peers, and successfully nurtured his own brand of 
talk show. It has paid off handsomely for both Chan­ 
nel 7 and Edwards. 
It appears to be nothing more than ambition, that 
search for the end of the rainbow, that is taking 
Edwards to California and to a market where news 
persons and talk show hosts are more visible. 
But you can count on Edwards for a graceful exit 
come December. 
WHAT EDWARDS eventually wants is a shot at 
hosting a network talk show. Such an opportunity 
just isn’t available at the moment. In the meantime, 
be says , he is not willing to compromise. 
ABC isn’t anxious to lose one of its most promising 
talents. The network has made other job overtures 
lately that have included the chance for Edwards to 
contribute regularly on the “ABC Evening News” as 
a cultural and lifestyles reporter. 
In another attempt to retain Edwards, ABC has 
him taping a pilot in New York later this week as 
host for a new game show, produced by the Dick 
Clark people who do the “$20,000 Pyramid.” 


STEVE EDWARDS 


Though the game show venture may work out, Ed­ 
wards says he is not about to play a supporting role 
in any capacity when he has momentum going as top 
banana. And who can blame him? 
Some season soon, Johnny Carson won’t be doing 
his “Tonight Show” and other talk show hosts will 
either eliminate themselves or be eliminated from 
the television scene. There will be a need for new 
blood, and Edwards is betting heil be on hand in the 
right place at the right time. 
MEANWHILE, you can bet that the bosses over at 
Channel 7 are scrambling to come up with a replace­ 
ment host for its morning vehicle, and they know it 
will be difficult to match Edwards. 
But no matter on whom they settle, “A M. Chi­ 
cago” and “Friday Night” just won’t be the same 
after Edwards’ departure. Both shows are tailored 
uniquely to his personality and style. 
If the two are to continue, WLS has about one 
month to come up with an on-air dynamo and a plan 
for restyling. 
“A.M. Chicago” co-host, Sandi Freeman is an able 
and 
appealing 
conversationalist. 
Unfortunately, 
there isn’t a Chicago station that is likely to turn the 
reins of a prospering, one-hour talk show over to a 
woman just now' — unless, of course, it airs in the 
wee hours or at noon. 
THE STATION has already hired meteorologist 
Walt Lyons who starts in January, to relieve Ed­ 
wards of his weatherman duties. In anticipation of 
his leaving, the station also has auditioned without 
success several “A.M. Chicago” host possibilites. 
You can't help but wish the fellow well, but it’s 
tough realizing that Edwards’ decision to leave is 
Chicago’s loss and Los Angeles’ gain. And no one 
seems to know that more than the bosses at Channel 
7.

Martin, Quayle flawless 
in ‘Somersaults’ premiere

She’s a sassy retired circus per­ 
former who recites poetry in the 
middle of the night. He’s a con­ 
ventional dour-faced physician who 
spends much of his time dreaming 
about home cooking and complaining 
about his women patients. 
They meet in a sunny Russian sani­ 
tarium. She’s taking the cure, he’s 
giving it — and a romance is begun. 
The story of their oppsites-attract- 
love affair is “Do You turn Som- 
mersaults?”, a new romantic comedy 
that opened Tuesday night at the Stu- 
debaker Theatre. 
Written by Russian author Aleksei 
Arbuzov, Somersaults is the sensitive, 
subtle chronicle of a tentative rela­ 
tionship between the aging romantic, 
Lidya Vasilyevna, and the proper re­ 
tiring doctor, Rodion Nikolayevich. 
WHILE MUCH of Somersault’s ap­ 
peal can be traced to the excellent 
script, the real raison d’etre is the ac­ 
tion: a pair of merely flawless per­ 
formances by the play’s two solo 
characters Mary Martin and Anthony 
Quayle. 
Although she starred in the nonmu-

sical “Kind Sir,” most of Miss Mar­ 
tin’s roles have centered around song. 
Whether she was washing that man 
right out of her hair as Nellie Forbush 
or leaping across the stage as Peter 
Pan, the pixie-faced actress built a 
reputation on sheer vitality as well as 
vocal skills. 
She leaves the do-re-mis behind in 
“Do You Turn Somersaults?” but the 
energy is still there. 
Miss Martin is a delight as a wom­ 
an who puts up a charming, mys­ 
terious front, but who underneath is 
just as lonely as the rest of the sani­ 
tarium’s patients. She does warble a 
few notes here and there, but in 
Somersaults she banks on her sharp 
glances and easy flair for repartee. 


IF MISS MARTIN’S character is 
lonely, so is the doctor she befriends. 
Despite his assurances he has all the 
people he needs, the emptiness show 
through in his thread-bare suits and 
his fascination for Lidya’s former pro­ 
fession. 


Whether maintaining the gruff ex­ 
terior or finally letting loose in a 
drunken rendition of the Charleston, 
Quayle is irresistably charming. He 
hems and haws and perfectly timed 
facial expressions develop his charac­ 
ter almost as much as the words 
themselves. His performance goes a 
long way toward making this love af­ 
fair a believable one. 


There are a few problems with 
Somersaults. The contemporary Rus­ 
sian setting is a confusing one; the 
characters’ reminiscences about the 
first five-year plan mean little to an 
American 
audience. 
Miss 
Martin 
comes off as a little too American, 
and Quayle a bit too British. 


But despite the chronology prob­ 
lems and cultural and historical dif­ 
ferences, it is an entertaining evening 
of theater. 


When Quayle remarks during a poi­ 
gnant scene, “Sometimes toward eve­ 
ning one does grow just a little sad,” 
we all feel his sense of isolation. And 
that’s what Somersaults is all about 
— two individuals coming together to 
overcome their isolation.

Car industry sees

The U.S. auto industry Tuesday reported steady sales increases 
for the mid-October period, averaging 16.7 per cent over the com­ 
parable i>eriod last year. The increase, however, was inflated by a 
64 per cent sales jump for Ford Motor Co. Its 85,875 units for the 
nine sales days compared to 52,353 a year earlier, when the No. 2 
car company was shut down by a national strike. General Motors 
Corp. continued its U.S. dominance with 164,640 units, up 6.6 per 
cent from the 1976 period. Chrysle. Corp. reported a I per cent 
improvement with 36,413 cars sold. Struggling American Motors 
Corp. suffered a 32.5 per cent decline with 4,730 sales, although 
officials said the drop could have been buffered with higher in­ 
ventories of its new Concord.

Sears, Roebuck and Co. said Tuesday it is recalling some 2,100 
hard and foot whirlpool baths sold since Sept. 15 because they 
could give users an electrical shock. The company said the manu­ 
facturer, Dazev Products Co. of Kansas City, Ran., discovered 
during routine testing a crack may develop in the plastic motor 
housing. The crack would allow water to make contact with the 
motor and give the user an electrical shock. Owners should check 
the date code on the plastic motor housing of the unit above the 
electrical cord exit. The affected units are identified by the follow­ 
ing date codes: C97, D97, E97, C977, D977 or E977. The model 
number, located on a metal plate on the front of the motor hous­ 
ing, is 638.2262

A House-Senate conference committee agreed Tusday to require 
mileage tag'*, on more vehicles to make comparison shopping eas­ 
ier, but deadlocked on whether to ban 1980 cars getting less than 
16 miles to a gallon of fuel. Panel members adopted a Senate 
provision extending federal fuel economy labeling requirements to 
vehicles with a gross weight of 8,500 pounds so that pickup trucks, 
vans and utility vehicles would be covered. Such labels — telling 
shoppers how many miles to the gallon they can expect to get in a 
vehicle — are required on cars with a gross weight of 6,000 
pounds.

Specter of recession rises again 
as Dow slips .78 to 2-year low 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Stocks, in an 
indication the nation may be headed 
for a recession next year, fell to a 
two-year low in active trading Tues­ 
day. But late bargain hunting kept the 
Dow Jones industrial average from- 
falling below the SOO level. 


The Dow average of 30 blue-chip 
stocks, down about seven points at 
one time, finished with a loss of only 
.78 point to 801.54. A 5.98-point loser 
Monday, the Dow closed at the lowest 
level since it finished at 794.55 Oct. 2, 
1975. It now has lost 203.11 points, or 
about 20 per cent, in 1977. 


While last-hour bargain hunting pre­ 
vented the Dow from falling below 800 
and might have presaged a rally in 
the near future, the rest of the market 
took a severe beating.

I iiions seek shorter work week 


DETROIT (UPI) — Rank-and-file 
union leaders began a drive Tuesday 
to shorten the work week for the first 
time since the Depression era, saying 
high unemployment has become “ a 
cancer that's going to ruin this coun­ 
try.” 
About 50 representatives of union lo­ 
cals covering blue collar workers 
throughout the nation mapped a cam­ 
paign to unite organized labor in the 
push for shorter hours — a goal they 
said could create millions of jobs. 
Frank Runnels, president of the 
10,000-member United Auto Workers 
local which hosted the conference, 
pointed to recent layoffs in the steel 


industry as a bad omen for workers 
everywhere. 
“ THESE LAYOFFS are growing 
and growing,” said Runnels, a confer­ 
ence co-chairman. “ It’s like a cancer 
that’s going to ruin this country.” 


He said a shorter work week has 
become an “ economic necessity” be­ 
cause government programs such as 
jobless compensation, food stamps 
and welfare have failed to stem 
unemployment 
while 
costing 
tax­ 
payers billions of dollars annually. 


The 40-hour week was established 
by Congress in 1933 with passage of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act, which 


also set a minimum wage. 
There was no attempt made at the 
conference to set a new standard such 
as a 35-hour week. Organizers said 
such specifics would be left to individ­ 
ual unions.

commitment may think they can hop 
lrom place to place, under the guise 
of “ gaining experience.’* The NP A 
survey tells you that that string soon 
will run out. Persons may think rapid 
job changes enlarge their field of 
competence and make their records 
more attractive. But in the eyes of 
employers, it may simply raise doubts 
about their reliability. 


TUE EXACT definition of a “ job 
hopper” lies in the mind of the inter­ 
viewer. Phil Fisher, president of the 
Assn. of Personnel Agencies in New 
York, describes him or her as some­ 
one who changes jobs more than once 
a year and often in unrelated fields. 


BUT AS YOU GROW older, chang­ 
ing jobs every two or three years also 
may be a strike against you. Young 


managers can get away with a period 
of job hopping if it’s clear that each 
change enlarges their responsibilities 
and moves them up the ladder. But 
after a while, it would look better if 
you stayed put and performed for a 
few years. 
When you’re stuck looking for work 
with a lot of short-term jobs on your 
record, there’s one thing to do, says 
NP A’s Marks: “ List on your resume 
why you left each job, assuming that 
you had good reasons. That gives you 
a chance to explain and may open the 
door to an interview.” 
Another bir.ck mark on your record, 
says Marks, is to have had a job for 
five or six years with no promotion. 
This is particularly true in lower or 
middle-level management jobs. An 
employer worries that he’s getting 
someone else s deadwood. 
ONE COMMON PROBLEM . Fisher 
says, is that during the interview the 
applicant is to3 vague. Employers 
don’t like that. You have to clarify in 
your own mind exactly what job it is 
that you want and why you qualify, 
then sell it to the interviewer. It often 
helps to make a list of your assets — 
with the help of a friend, if your own 


imagination runs dry too quickly. An­ 
other tip: be enthusiastic. A passive 
applicant turns an interviewer off. 


On your resume, list not only what 
jobs you hell but what you accom­ 
plished in them: how much the de­ 
partment giew, what projects you 
completed successfully, what ideas 
you set in motion, how many persons 
you supervised. Evidence of accom­ 
plishment is tremendously important, 
even if the nature of the job means 
that the accomplishments are minor. 
It shows you made a contributiion 
rather than just followed the routine. 
In the salary phase of the interview, 
start with a general knowledge of 
what jobs of that type pay, so your 
request won’t be way out of line. A lot 
cf persons lose jobs because of unrea­ 
listic salary expectations, Marks says. 
The employer expects to pay you a 
premium over your last salary, but 
not as much as he’s paying more ex­ 
perienced persons in the same depart­ 
ment. Interviewers often ask you to 
name an acceptable pay, so be pre­ 
pared to answer this question with a 
salary that’s fair.

WASHINGTON (U P I) -The Feder­ 
al Reserve Board Tuesday voted a 
quarter point boost in the discount 
rate — the interest charged to mem­ 
ber banks — in recognition of general­ 
ly higher borrowing costs. 


The hike w«s the second in 60 days 
after nearly two years of declining in­ 
terest rates. Interest rates for all bor­ 
rowing has been rising steadily. 


Home mortgage and consumer bor­ 
rowing rates are the highest of the 
year. The U.S. Treasury Dept, financ­ 
ing of the federal deficit has been run­ 


ning at the highest levels since 1975. 
The Federal Reserve, which is re­ 
sponsible for the nation’s money sup­ 
ply, said the discount rate was in­ 
creased from 5.75 per cent to 6 per 
cent “ in recognition of increases that 
have occurred recently in other short­ 
term interest rates.” 
The increase in the cost of money 
that national and state member banks 
pay to borrow from the Federal Re­ 
serve System followed by only five 
days a White House statement critical 
of the Federal Reserve’s upward pres­ 
sure on interest rates. 


The White House immediately dis­ 
avowed the statement, however, de­ 
claring it was issued by low level bu­ 
reaucrats who did not intend it to be a 
policy position.

U.S. Steel profits decline 75% 


A gloomy outlook for American 
steel companies was reinforced Tues­ 
day with the announcement by U.S. 
Steel that its profits declined about 75 
per cent in the third quarter. Strikes, 
steel imports and inadequate prices 
were blamed for the decline. 
Income slumped to $27.1 million, or 
30 cents a share, from $112.5 million, 
or $1.38 a share, in the 1976 third 
quarter. Sites were $2.38 billion, up 
from $2.17 billion on about the same 
level of steel shipments. 
Despite the sharp profit drop, the 
nation’s largest steel maker main­ 
tained its dividend of 55 cents a share. 
U.S. Steel said it has reduced its 
capita spending budget for the year 
and stepped up cost-saving measures 
as a result of the company’s dim prof­ 
it outlook. 


Wheeling-Pittsburgh Steel Corp., the 
nation’s 
ninth largest 
steelmaker, 
Tuesday announced a loss of $4.56 
million for the third quarter and 
blamed strikes, increases in energy 
costs and higher wages and benefits. 


The firm reported a loss of $4.56 
million, or $1.42 a common share, on 
sales of $253.4 million for the quarter. 
In the same period last year, Wheel­ 
ing-Pittsburgh reported a net income 
of $3.35 million, or 70 cents a share, 
on sales of $249.9 million.

North’s two-heart call was one of those 
modernistic cue bids that many think 
are sent to try men’s souls. Anyway, it 
was a game force that asked South to 
bid notrump if he had either a complete 
or partial heart stopper or to make his 
normal rebid if he didn’t have one. 
North might have a real cue bid. In 
that case he could repeat the cue bid, 
blast to a slam or let his conscience be 
his guide. 
This time he raised South to three no- 
trump and West opened the five of hearts. 
In a rubber bridge game South would 
play dummy’s four spot and be certain

Some like the desert, 
while most can be found in the areas 
where humans and animals live. 
Some butterflies live for only a few 
weeks, while others live nearly a year. 
Beautiful butterflies, often called winged 
flowers, are actually insects. They are 
related to moths, and scientists say there 
are more than 90,000 different kinds on 
earth. Next to the beetle, the butterfly 
forms the second-largest order in the 
animal kingdom. 
All butterflies were caterpillars in 
their early days. At this time in their 
lives they ate leaves and fruit and often 
harmed crops. 
As butterflies, however, you don’t 
have to worry about crop damage. But­ 
terflies live completely on the nectar 
they obtain from flowers. The sweet liq­ 
uid makes up the total diet since they 
cannot bite or chew when they are in 
their adult butterfly form. 
Butterflies, along with a number of 
other insects, help make it possible for 
flowers to develop into fruits and seeds 
since they carry pollen from one flower 
to another. 
How did the butterfly get his name? 
No one seems to know for sure, although 
some say it is because so many have the 
bright yellow color of butter. Andy 
thinks another good name for him would 
be Fluttery. 
Butterflies don’t grow in size after 
they change from caterpillars. The 
small ones stay small and the big ones 
are hefty to start with. Largest butter­ 
flies in North America are the giant 
swallowtails and the tiger swallowtails. 
They have wingspread of a bit over five 
inches. Largest in the world is the 11-inch 
Queen Alexandra that’s found only in 
New Guinea. 
Can you tell the difference between a 
butterfly and a moth? Butterflies fly 
only during the day while moths are out 
at dusk or even later. Butterflies fold 
their wings straight up over their bodies, 
while most moths rest with their wings 
spread out flat. All butterflies have bare 
knobs at the ends of both their feelers, 
while most moths are either hairlike or 
plumy at the ends of their antennae. 
Also, butterflies have thin bodies, while 
moths are usually plump. 
Butterflies lay their eggs on plants 
that will serve as food for their babies. 
A sticky substance laid with the eggs 
holds them to the plants. Larvae, or 
caterpillars, start to develop a few days 
after the eggs are laid. 
Andy sends the 1977 World Book Sci­ 
ence Year Annual to Susan Ferency, 13, 
of Fairfield, Conn., for her question: 
WHAT ARE THE CONTINENTAL 
SH ELVES? 
Around many of the continents, the 
land gradually drops under water to a 
depth of about 600 feet and it continues 
at this depth for many miles. This sub­ 
merged land is called the continental 
shelf. 
In some places the continental shelf 
extends for many hundreds of miles. In 
other spots it hardly exists because the 
coastline drops nearly straight down into 
very deep water. 
The shelves are covered with a mate­ 
rial called the continental deposit, which 
has been carried down from the land by 
rivers. 
The great fisheries of the world are 
almost all located on continental shelves, 
making the areas the most important 
part of the oceans. Many oil fields are 
also located here.

Golden State defense sinks Bulls, 105-98

Golden State forward Rick Barry 
had just scored 44 points against the 
Bulls and everybody in the Warrior 
locker room was talking about a team 
effort on defense. 


Barry’s performance was clearly 
the most obvious reason that the Bulls 
lost theif second straight game, 105- 
98, Tuesday night. But the defensive 
play of the Warriors was equally im­ 
portant in the Chicago Stadium. 


“ This team has really hung tough 
on the defensive end of the floor,” 
Barry said. “ We forced the Bulls to 
take tough shots. We gave up 32. 
points in the first quarter and still 
held them to under IOO points.” 


THAT LAST statement by Barry 
was probably something few of the 
13,132 fans did not realize. But after 
the Bulls jumped out to a quick 20-6 
lead just five minutes into the game, 
the Warriors began to turn it around. 


It all started when Barry, who 
missed his first three shots, hit a bas­ 
ket from 16 feet. Then he hit two 
more from 20 feet and another from 
15 to pull Golden State within four 
points of the Bulls by the end of the 
opening quarter. 


By the time the Bulls could figure 
out what to do defensively to stop 
Barry’s swisher, it was too late. He 


finished the contest with 14 of his 17 
baskets coming from a distance of 
better than IO feet. 


Scott Mry had the worst assignment 
of the nigh*, as the Bull who had to 
cover the bomber. He did almost ev­ 
erything he could do, but it was not 
nearly enough. 


“ WE WANTED HIM to take those 
long shots. When he’s on, he’s on,” 
May said. “ There isn’t much you can 
do about it.” 


Bulls’ coach Ed Badger understood 
what May was going through, as Bar­ 
ry seemed to improve with the de­ 
fense played against him. 


“ We tried to push him out, but it 
seemed the further we pushed him 
out, the better he shot,” Badger said. 


The Bulls also discovered that a 
team can expect only so many mir­ 
acles. Two of their three victories 
hr*ve been comeback affairs when 
they were down late in the game. 


IT LOOKED like they might do it 
again Tuesday night after the War­ 
riors had built their bigget margin 
midway through the final period. 
When Phil Smith hit on a 10-foot jum­ 
per with only 6:55 left on the clock, 
Golden State had a 94-84 lead. 
The Bulls came back with three 
straight baskets to cut the margin to 
94-90 on Norm Van Lier's 15-footer. 


When Artis Gilmore sank two free 
throws two minutes later, it made the 
score 96-94 with Golden State still 
leading. 


But the Bulls were never to get any 
closer. 


BARRY’S 20-FOOT jumper with 
only 1:17 left to play seemed to trfce 
all the life out of the Bulls as their 
followers started to leave the Chicago 
Stadium seats. The home team just 
missed too many key shots down the 
stretch, and the Warriors had kept 
their opponents under the century 
mark. 
Nobody would have thought the 
Bulls would be held to just 98 points 
when the first quarter ended. But 
Golden State allowed only 66 in the 
final three periods, closing the game 
by keeping the Bulls to a meager 18 
points in the fourth quarter. Wilbur 
Holland led the Bulls with 26 points. 
The defense made Warrior coach Al 
Attles smile after the game. 
“ We’re going to have to be a good 
defensive team all year,” Attles said. 
“ That was what enabled us to get 
back in the game tonight. I don’t 
think we’re the type of team thri can 
rely on one man i i year.” 
Barry was the man the Warriors re­ 
lied on against the Bulls. It might not 
be the answer for the season, but for 
one night it was more thm enough.

It was inevitable. Jose Cardenal no 
longer is a member of the Chicago 
Cubs. 
The popular outfielder, subject of 
some controversy this summer, was 
traded Tuesday to the Philadelphia 
Phillies for right-handed pitcher Man­ 
ny Seoane. 
In making the trade the Cubs gave 
up a 34-year-old outfielder for a 22- 
year-old right-handed pitcher. They 
also gave up a hefty salary and some 
front-office headaches. 
Cardenal, wiio is playing winter 
baseball in South America and could 
not be reached for comment, played 
six years for the Cubs after coming 
over in a trade with the Milwaukee 
Brewers. 


HE BATTED better than .291 each 
season with Chicago, except 1977 
when he hit .239 in part-time duty in 
IOO games. 
Seoane was 0-0 and had a 6.00 
earned run average during his brief 
stint in the major leagues. He was 11- 
8 and had a 3.78 ERA and IOO stri­ 
keouts in 156 innings with Oklahoma 
City of the American Assn. 
Seoane was the Phillies’ No. 6 selec­ 
tion in the 1973 draft. A 6-foot-3, 185- 
pounder, he has a 44-33 minor league 
record. 
Cardenal hit .303 in 1973 and earned 
the Chicago Player of the Year 
award. In 1975 he achieved his highest 
major league batting average at .317. 


Although he always w’as a favorite 
with the fans, Cardenal became dis­ 
enchanted with top management this 
summer. Ironically, trade talks with 
the Phillies contributed to much of 
Cardenal’s anger. 


ACCORDING 
TO 
Cubs’ 
general 
manager Bob Kennedy, Paul Owens, 
the Phillies’ front-office boss, made 
the initial contact in June trade talks 
concerning Cardenal. 
Kennedy said Owens told him to 
“ clear the decks” for a trade in­ 
volving Cardenal, who has veteran 
status and the privilege of vetoing a 
deal. 
Cardenal expressed disappointment 
at the possibility of being used in a 
trade but gave his permission. 
“ I sacrifice myself for the good of 
the club,” he said at the time. “ Chi­ 
cago fans are great and if they have 
to trade me to win a pennant, I will 
not stand in the way.” 
Kennedy then called Owens back 
and advised him he had permission to 
speak to Cardenal. When Kennedy 
hung up the phone, he assumed the 
deal had been made with Cardenal 
and Greg Gross going to the Phillies 
for left-handed pitcher Tom Under­ 
wood. 


BUT OWENS never called Cardenal 
or made additional contact with Ken­ 
nedy. An hour or two later, Owens 
sent Underwood to the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals for outfielder Bake McBride. 


“ I can’t complain because Paul 
made a deal with another club,” Ken­ 
nedy said later. “ But I certainly am 
entitled to some kind of apology. No 
matter what happens, we come out 
the loser because Cardenal was very 
upset about the whole thing.” 
Cardenal wasn't easily pacified and 
it carried over throughout the sum­ 
mer, creating tension that could have 
contributed to part of the Cubs’ sec­ 
ond-half skid. 
Cardenal was used 
sparingly. 
“ That’s a bad way to treat a man 
who has done as much for the Cubs as 
I have,” Cardenal said this summer. 
“ By calling me like he did, Kennedy 
was trying to take himself off the 
hook and make it seem I was the one 
who wanted to be traded.” 
The Cubs also made another minor 
deal Tuesday, shipping relief pitcher 
Jim Todd and minor league pitcher 
Steve Hamrick to the Seattle Mari­ 
ners for 30-year-old catcher Larry 
Cox. 
The trade completed a transaction 
in which the Cubs acquired the con­ 
tract of pitcher Steve Broberg, a club 
spokesman said. 
Cox, originally from Lima, Ohio, 
was used as a backup catcher last 
season. He batted .247 in 35 games for 
Seattle. 
Todd, 30, was 1-1 with a 9.00 ERA in 
30 innings with the Cubs. Hamrick, 25, 
compiled a 6-11 record with an ERA 
of 4.87 at Wichita. 
Fans9 favorite Richie /Ask out batting for dollars 


Hardly a week would go by this 
summer \ hen White Sox slugger 
Richie Zisk wouldn’t have something 
nice to say about the noisy Comiskey 
Park fans who cheered his every 
move. 
“ I ’d like to make my home here,” 
he was quoted as saying more than 
once. “ I like Chicago and would like 
to stay. The fans here are unbeliev­ 
able.” 
Recognition was something new for 
Zisk, who had played at Pittsburgh 
for years in the shadows of others. He 
quickly became THE Sox player. 
BUT NOW IT appears Zisk merely 
was paying lip service to all those 
fans who called him to the top of the 
dugout steps many times to take a 
bow. There is something else that 
Zisk values more than employer, town 
or fans. 
Cold, hard cash And lots of it. 
Zisk and his agent, Jerry Kapstein, 
have turned down a Sox offer that un­ 
doubtedly would have given Zisk a 
million dollars during the next four or 
five years. Instead, he has decided to 
go into the free agent draft next Fri­ 
day with visions of many millions 
dancing in his head. 
It’s a first for Sox owner Bill Veeck, 
who in 40 years of baseball has al­ 
ways been able to satisfy a holdout, 
until now. Ole W ill has been accused 
of many things, but never that he is 
tight with a dollar. This past summer 
for instance, he quietly tore up the 
contracts of a half-dozen or so Sox 
players who had played far above ex­ 
pectation. He gave them new con­ 
tracts calling for more pay. Zisk, who 
was playing out his option, could have 
bad his estimated $80,000 salary cut 20

per cent by Veeck and would have 
had to have played for $64,000. Veeck 
paid Zisk the $80,000, “ no strings at­ 
tached.” 
“ I THINK RIC H IE will find he had 
something special here that might not 
be the case somewhere else,” said 
Veeck, who obviously is hurt by his 
failure to land Zisk. 
“ After years of not getting any rec­ 
ognition for his talents he got it here 
this summer and I think he thinks it 
will carry over, be the same wherever 
he goes. Tnat’s not necessarily true.” 
Veeck won't reveal what Zisk’s con­ 
tract demands are, though he promis­ 
es to do so if Zisk doesn’t sign with 
the Sox. Veeck probably will have to 
tell to save himself, since the fans will 
Ie calling for his hide should Zisk get 
away. 
All Veeck will say now is the White 
Sox and Zisk are “ far apart,” when it 
comes to money. That leads to inter­ 
esting speculation. Just how much is 
“ far apart” when you’re talking mil­ 
lions? 
Is Zisk seeking $1.5 million? Possi­ 
bly. But far apar* also could mean $2 
million or possibly more. Veeck said 
he feels the money can be put to bet­ 
ter use and I wholeheartedly agree. 
R I G H T NOW Veeck is con­ 
centrating on signing Oscar Gamble, 
who hit for a better average than 
I 


Zisk, is better defensively and hit 31 
home runs, one mere than Zisk, in IOO 
iewer at bats. 
Gamble, a six-year veteran, whose 
contract has expired, could request 
free agent status by appealing in writ­ 
ing to the league president. 
Don Unferth, White Sox publicity di­ 
rector, produces one of the most de­ 
tailed statistical reports in baseball on 
the White Sox e\cry year. One statis­ 
tic Unferth keeps is his own invention 
and tells how well a hitter moves base 
runners along.

The Yankees were 
reluctant to part with him. 


Obviously Veeck would like to sign 
both Gamble and Zisk.

Lyle wins Cy Young award 


NEW YORK (U P I) - Sparky Lyle, 
a rubber-armed southpaw whose res­ 
cue operations saved the AL East title 
for the New York Yankees, became 
the first relief pitcher in American 
League history to win the Cy Young 
Award Tuesday when he outpointed 
three-time winner Jim Palmer of Bal­ 
timore in a balloting of the Baseball 
Writers Assn. of America. 


The 33-year-old Lyle, who saved 26 
games and posted a 13-5 record with a 
2.17 earned run average in 72 appear­ 
ances during the regular season, re­ 
ceived nine first-place votes and 5616 
points to edge Palmer by 8^ points in 
the most diversified balloting in the 
history of the award. Nine pitchers in 
all received votes from the 28 voting 
members of the BBWAA — two from 
I 


each AL city — and Lyle won despite 
being left off 13 ballots. 
THE ONLY OTHER relief pitcher 
ever to win a Cy Young Award was 
M i k e Marshall of the National 
League’s Los Angeles Dodgers in 1974. 
“ I was shaking when I heard I ’d 
won the award. It was the first time 
i ’ve ever been nervous,” confessed 
the normally cool and confident Lyle 
when reached by telephone at his 
Demarest, N .J., home. “ There had 
been talk I was a candidate but I 
knew the only other relief pitcher 
ever to win a Cy Young was Mike 
Marshall and I wasn’t in 110 games. 
“ I was hoping very much. Baseball 
has given me everything that I have 
and it’s amazing that you keep getting 
more and more. Someday I hope I can 
give something back to the game.” 


PALM ER, A 20-GAME winner for 
the seventh time in his career and the 
winner of the Cy Young Award the 
previous two seasons, had six first- 
place votes and 48 points to nose out 
strikeout king Nolan Ryan of the Cali­ 
fornia Angels for second place. Ryan, 
a 19-game winner and the major 
league leader in strikeouts with 341, 
also had six first place votes and re­ 
ceived 46 points. 
Dennis Leonard of Kansas City, an­ 
other 20-game winner, finished fourth 
with 45 points, followed in order by 
relief ace B ill Campbell of Boston 
(25*6), 20-game winner Dave Goltz of 
Minnesota (19), Ron Guidry of New 
York (5), rookie Dave Rozema of Det­ 
roit (4) and Frank Tanana of Califor­ 
nia (3). 
VOTERS W ERE asked to choose 


three pitchers in order of preference 
and points were awarded on the basis 
of five for a first place mention, three 
for second and one for third. Lyle and 
Campbell each split one third place 
vote, thus accounting for the one-half 
vote in each player’s total. 
Lyle joins Bob Turley (1958) and 
Whitey Ford (1961) as the only Yan­ 
kees ever to win the Cy Young Award 
since its inception in 1955. 
“ The Cy Young award is probably 
the greatest thing that’s ever hap­ 
pened to me outside of coming to the 
Yankees,” said Lyle. “ Now people are 
going to recognize the short relief 
pitcher who has been in the back­ 
ground. There never has been a club 
who has won a pennant or a World 
Series that didn’t have a good bull­ 
pen.”

Tony Esposito doesn’t smile much 
— even after shutouts. 
He is as serious off the ice answer­ 
ing reporters’ questions as he is on 
the ice stopping pucks.

all would agree that an athlete must 
possess it to be successful. 


The athletic field, however, is not 
the only place where competition is to 
be found. It is a universal part of ev­ 
ery man’s personality that only varies 
somewhat from culture to culture. 


But in athletics the competition is of 
a refined nature. It usually has its 
boundaries because the final goal is 
clearly evident — score more points 
than your opponent. Whether in the 
form of touchdowns, home runs or 
power plays, the competitive drive is 
directed toward victory. 


THAT’S WHY I don’t think the pro­ 
fessional athlete will ever be totally 
affected by all those big salaries and 
contracts. After so many years of 
climbing the steps to the professional 
level, he must have the spark that 
will go with his phusical ability. 


This is not to say that every athlete 
has to be all-aggressive all the time. 
But the odds are pretty good that the 
most successful ones come the closest 
to this. 


Scott May of the Chicago Bulls is a 
good example of this type. After prac­ 
tice, May usually stays around to go 
one-on-one with the basket. From all 
points on the floor, he puts up shot 
after shot, sharpening his skill. 


Here, the competition is also of a 
personal nature. May must use con­ 
centration to go against his stationary 
opponent, the 10-foot high hoop. 


BUT MAY IS far from being alone 
in this business of competition. He 
might be studied more for how much 
he possesses, but we all take part in 
what many scientists consider the 
most complex question in the field of 
psychology. 


We a r e constantly competing 
against each other, whether it be in 
our recreation or our work. We com­ 
pete to see who can get to the traffic 
light first. Or who can get into the 
shortest line at the grocery store. Or 
who can get the most food at a com­ 
pany picnic. 
These are all pretty meaningless 
bits of trivia. But when we are not 
successful at them, don’t we feel the 
same sort of uneasiness for a few 
minutes that overcomes me when I 
lose a pick in the football contest? 
I don’t pretend to have the answers 
to the reasons behind man’s com­ 
petitive nature. I can only hope that 
the Denver Broncos beat the Oakland 
Raiders this Sunday.
